DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see the paper filed 12 March 2008, with respect to claims 
1-12 and 14 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of these 
claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12 and 14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record neither teaches nor suggests the claimed invention, upon further review of the 
prior art of record and the persuasive arguments presented by applicant. See 
especially pages 8-9 of the Remarks section. 

Regarding the recently-cited JP 03-12612, it is noted that this document does not 
teach or suggest claimed steps such as (Claim 1) laying a thread which does not 
transmit rays for subsequent exposure on a substrate for a master plate, applying a 
positive resist material onto the substrate for the master plate, (Claim 6) bringing a clad 
substrate into contact with a mold so that a concave portion faces the clad substrate, 
filling the concave portion of the mold with a core-forming curable resin, and (Claim 10) 
filling the concave portion of a cured resin layer with a core-forming curable resin. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
